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I n 1860 Abraham Lincoln was 
elected President of the 
United States on a platform 
based on the abolition of 
slavery. The South, whose 
largely agricultural economy 
was closely tied to the availabil¬ 
ity of slave labor, recalled its 
Congressmen and elected 
Jefferson Davis as Confederate 
President. 

The four year battle began 
with the taking of Fort Sumpter 
by the heavily outnumbered 
and less industrially developed 


Confederates. Commanded by 
General Lee, they fought vicious¬ 
ly in spite of overwhelming odds. 
But in the end. the numerical 
advantage of the Union forces 
led by General Grant proved too 
much. 

With North & South you now 
have an opportunity to relive the 
historic Civil War. Every effort 
has been made to simulate 
the strategic circumstances 
actually faced by the Union and 
Confederacy. This is your chance 
to rewrite the history books!
